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Cultural  Directions 

Tall  bearded  Iris  require  the  most  simple  culture.  There  are  four  things 
for  the  amateur  Iris  enthusiast  to  remember — Sunshine,  Good  Drainage, 
Shallow  Planting,  and  Keep  the  Griass  Out. 

Some  few  varieties  do  well  in  very  light  shade,  mostly  those  of  very  deli¬ 
cate  coloring.  By  all  means  plant  in  the  sunniest  place  in  the  garden. 

These  Iris  will  not  do  well  where  water  ever  stands — plant  on  a  hillside, 
or  a  bank.  Where  this  is  not  possible,  raise  the  Iris  bed  or  row  tat  least 
several  inches,  and  plant  on  the  ridge. 

Do  not  plant  too  deeply.  Only  the  root  belongs  in  the  ground.  The 
Rhizome  needs  to  be  only  half  covered,  as  it  loves  to  bake  in  the  hot  sun. 

Nothing  kills  even  a  fine  clump  of  Iris  as  quickly  as  when  choked  by  a 
mat  of  grass  roots.  Cultivate  lightly,  so  as  not  to  ‘tear  the  Iris  roots. 

To  sweeten  the  soil,  use  a  liberal  application  of  hydrated/  lime.  Bone 
meal  is  the  only  safe  fertilizer.  Water  only  when  transplanting  in  a  season 
of  draught. 

Divide  every  three  to  five  years,  or  as  clump  seems  to  require.  If  rot 
is  detected  remove  all  soft  affected  part  by  scraping  with  a  spoon  and 
expose  to  sun.  Sprinkle  with  lime.  All  this  can  be  done  without  digging 
up  or  dividing  the  plant.

Each  year  I  hope  to  add  a  representation  of  the  newer,  finer  Iris,  dis¬ 
carding  from  our  gardens  about  as  many  of  the  older,  superceded  varieties. 
While  the  stock  increases,  the  confines  of  our  gardens  remain  the  same. 
Thus  beigian  the  sale  of  surplus  Iris  several  years  ago.  I  hope  to  always  send 
values  to  please  those  who  trust  their  orders  to  us. 

Because  of  the  many  new  varieties  each  year,  sometimes  differing  from 
each  other  only  in  some  small  detail,  it  is  becoming  more  and  more  neces¬ 
sary  that  we  see  the  Iris  in  bloom  and  make  our  selections  at  that  time. 

To  aid  those  who  find  it  impossible  to  visit,  a  good  Iris  collection  I  have 
divided  the  267  varities  we  grow,  in  Twelve  Color  Groups. 

A  selection,  according  to  one’s  means,  of  one  or  several  from  each  group 
should  prove  a  good  beginner’s  collection.  Later,  when  these  bloom,  one’s 
preferences  may  be  determined,  and  the  collection  increased  accordingly.

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Modern,  Tall,  Bearded  Iris. 


The  Garden  C’l  b  of  America  has  voted  the  Iris  the  most  popular  Peren¬ 
nial  in  America.  Familiarly  known  as  Flag  Lilies,  Rainbow  Flowers,  Poor 
Man’s  Orchid  or  Garden  Orchids,  this  beautiful  flower  w^ell  deserves  its 
great  and  increasing  popularity. 

The  Iris  has  every  possible  ciualification  to  hold  its  position  of  honor  as 
Queen  of  the  Garden.  It  is  hardy,  prolific,  floriferous,  colorful.  Its  beautiful 
colors  lend  themselves  to  every  conceivable  garden  color  design,  over  a  long 
period  of  bloom.  Its  stately  sword-like  foliage  provides  accent  in  the  border 
at  all  times.  As  u  collector’s  flower,  it  leads  on  account  of  its  many  points 
of  interest.  They  require  no  difficult  culture,  and  no  expensive  fertilizer. 
Bugs,  bothers  and  diseases  are  almost  unknown.  Though  sometimes  afflicted 
with  root  rot,  this  is  very  easily  controlled.  Iris  ask  but  for  a  well  drained 
place  in  the  sun  and  luxuriates  in  a  hot,  dry  location. 

As  a  cut  flower  or  for  garden  effect,  the  Iris  is  equally  desirable. 

The  American  Iris  Society  now  rates  the  Iris  for  two  purposes — Exhibi¬ 
tion  and  Garden  value. 

In  the  following  list,  the  first  number  indicates  Exhibition  value ;  the 
second  number  indicates  value  for  Garden  effect.  Based  upon  100  as  perfect 
95  is  considered  almost  perfect;  90  extra  fine;  85  fine;  80  very  good;  70  to 
75  good.  Kindly  note  the  absence  of  all  poorly  rated  Iris  in  our  list. 

The  upper  petals  are  known  as  Standards  “S”;  the  lower  petals  are 
known  as  Falls,  “F.”  Immediately  following  the  variety  the  name  follows; 
in  parenthesis  the  name  of  the  originator  and  the  year  of  introduction. 

A  few  of  the  originators  names  are  abbreviated  thus:  Miss  Grace  Sturte- 
vant  (Sturt.);  Goos  &  Koeneman  (G.  &  K.)  ;  Mohr-Mitchell  (M.-M.).

Color  Group  1. 

WHITE— SELF  TONED. 

Like  sentinels  in  your  garden,  tall,  white  Iris  stand,  perhaps  like  ghosts 
they  seem  at  night,  or  like  Fairies,  swaying  in  the  moonlight. 

Even  white  Lris  are  not  always  just  white;  they  may  be  blue  toned,  or 
pink  flushed,  creamy  or  silvery  white. 

The  bluish  white  Iris  appear  best  when  planted  near  the  blues  of  deeper 
shade.  The  creamy  whites  near  the  brown  and  bronzy  toned,  and  the  pink 
flushed  blend  nicely  into  those  of  rosier  hue. 

Among  them  all  in  this  list,  Tfaj  Mahal  stands  out  as  one  with  flowers 
of  beautiful  form,  and  stately  poinse.  Silver  Queen  seems  to  be  covered 
with  delicate  Christmas  tinsel.  White  Queen  is  distinctive/  on  account  of  its 
greenish  white  beard.  White  Knight  is,  of  course,  the  finest  and  best  at  the 
price  offered.

This  group  of  Iris  reminds  one  of  the  dotted  dimities  that  our  starched 
Summer  dresses  were  made  of  long  ago.  Some  of  the  frills  might  have  been 
done  by  some  , ancient  Spinster  Lady,  who  spent  her  days  in  laying  stitch 
upon  st’tch,  daintily,  accurately,  with  her  needle  and  lavander  blue  thread. 
The  very  new  ones  have  pink  and  lavander  stand  ards,  some  have  pink  and 
rosy  purple  frills. 

The  Sass  Iris  are  simply  exquisite.  Not  even  la  small  collection  is  com¬ 
plete  without  at  least  one.  Everyone  who  saw  Midwest  in  bloom  last  year, 
included  it  in  their  order.  True  Charm  will  probably  long  remain  a  favorite.

Though  blending  gradually  in  the  garden  picture,  these  Iris  are  adapt¬ 
ed  more  to  study  and  enjoyment  than  to  color  effect  in  the  garden. 

Mildred  Presby  is  surely  the  greatest  favorite;  Dalila  has  the  reddest 
Fahs.  B.  Y.  Morrison  has  the  deepest  color  in  its  standards.  The  old  Rhein 
Nixie  is  hard  to  beat.  Tristram  is  known  as  the  black  land  white  Iris.  All 
these  are  quite  plentiful  and  reasonable  in  price.

Color  Group  4. 

LIGHT  BLUE,  LAVANDER. 

As  one  thinks  of  roses  as  red,  and  of  lilies  as  white,  so  the  thought  of 
Iris  brings  blue  to  the  mind.  While  there'  exist  perhaps  more  so-called  blue 
Iris,  than  Iris  of  any  other  color,  the  chart  tells  us  there  are  as  yet  no  true 
blue  Iris.  Call  the  exact  shade  what  you  will,  some  of  these  flowers  seem  to 
have  borrowed  a  bit  of  blue  from  the  sky.  The  early  flowering  Bluett  is 
heavenly  indeed,  when  planted  near  th  pink  tulip,  Clara  Butt.  Or  a  totally 
different  effect  may  be  achieved  by  planting  Bluett  near  some  early  flower¬ 
ing  yellow  Iris. 

Corrida  and  Claridad  are  perhaps  the  nearest  la  true  blue.  Leonato  Lady 
Foster,  Bandollero,  Santa  Barbara  and  Biallerine  seem  grateful  for  a  bit  of 
straw  or  hay  covering,  applied  after  the  ground  is  frozen  in  the  Fall.  Our 
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stock  of  the  tall  hardy  (and'  prolific  Perry  variety,  Duke  of  York,  is  very  fine, 

and  priced  reasonably  low. 

86-85.  ANN  PAGE  (Hort.,  ’19.)  40  in.  A  lovely  pale  lavander  blue  self.

It  is  not 
intended  that  the  group  lines  should  be  drawn  closely  here.  Some  varieties 
are  almost  light  enough  to  step  across  the  boundaryi  into  Group  Four,  while 
the  darker  shades  blend'  gradually  into  the  colors  of  the  succeeding  group.

Gaudichou,  the  seedlings  of  which  seem  to  set 
the  standard  by  which  all  must  be  judged.  The  famous  Dominion  and  its 
wonderful  seedlings  have  beautiful  Falls,  like  soft  velvet  or  deep  flush. 

These  shades  so  deep  and  diark  bring  to  mind  the  gloomy  Winter  diays, 
when  we  could  but  dream  of  Iris  bloom.  Some  somber  as  life's  stern  reali¬ 
ties,  some  inky,  overcast  with  metallic  brilliance,  mindful  of  tempestuous 
Summer  skies.

Where 
but  at  the  Courts  of  Royalty,  do  we  find  raiment  of  such  luxurious  deep  soft 
velvets  and  richly  glistening  silks;  garments  all  aglitter  with  glints  of  gold 
and  amber  and  bronze,  in  gorgeous  shades  of  red  wine,  purple  and  brown. 
Some  of  these  rich  colors,  the  dull  and  heavy  when  evening  shadows  creep 
among  them,  burst  into  sparkling  life,  like  dew-drops  change  into  gems  of 
beauty,  when  pierced  by  the  slanting  ray  of  the  morning  sun.  One  is  tempt¬ 
ed  to  plant  and  plant  of  these  until  every  nook  and  corner  in  the  garden  is 
filled;  by  our  very  eagerness  destroying  the  effect  we  had  sought.  For 
these  shades  are  too  rich  and  deep  to  be  used  alone  or  in  too  large  numbers, 
without  the  bright  ening  effect  of  the  lighter  colored  Iris.  It  is  here  the  yel¬ 
low  Iris  finds  its  real  value,  becomes  indispensable  and  may  be  used  most 
freely.

YELLOW  SELFS— LIGHT  AND  DARK. 

As  a  slanting  ray  of  sunshine  illuminates  a  dark  corner,  so  the  yellow 
Iris  adds  brilliance  to  an  Iris  planting.  Many  Iris,  of  whatever  color,  have 
hiddein  inside  or  suffused  in  style  branch  or  haft,  a  bit  of  yellow.  Be  it  of 
palest  lamber  or  of  gleaming  gold  or  bronze,  it  requires  but  the  bloom  nearby 
of  a  yellow  Iris  to  emphasize  these  hidden  glints  and  make  the  whole  plant¬ 
ing  fairly  scintilate.  If  the  Iris  lack  this  bit  of  yellow  in  their  makeup;  if 
the  throat,  haft  and  style  branchs,  and  sometimes  even  the  beard,  are  of 
white  instead,  then  it  were  better  to  plant  white  Iris  nearby.  Our  list  of 
yellows,  though  short,  includes  some  of  the  very  finest.  As  the  ratings 
would  indicate.  Chalice  and  Sheknah  are  fine  in  quality  and  low  in  price.

By  no  means  could  one  call  the  yellow  Bi-colors  modest  or  reserved.  In 
>a  circus  they  would  be  the  clowns,  in  an  orchestra,  the  saxophones.  Yet 
not  all  actors  are  stars,  nor  all  singers  nightingales.  There  is  a  place  in  the 
ensemble  for  these  jolly  fellows.  Similar  to  those  in  Group  Three,  they  cen 
be  used  to  prevent  a  too  sharp  transition  from  the  all  yellows  to  those  of 
dark  or  bronzy  shades.  I  bespeak  for  every  garden  a  few,  for  every  collec¬ 
tion  several.  Argynnis  is  with  many  people  a  favorite.  All  form  wonderful 
ly  brilliant  masses. 

So  much  for  the  Variegatas.  There  are  no  more  beautiful  Iris  anywhere 
than  some  of  the  blends  in  this  group,  in  which  yellow  predomimates.

NEUTRAL  BLENDS. 

If  words  have  failed  us  before  we  sit  utterly  speechless  in  contemplation 
of  these  beauties.  Their  blended  colorings  simply  defy  description.  The 
names  of  some  are  descriptive  of  their  colors,  all  must  be  seen  to  be  appre¬ 
ciated. 

In  this  group  are  included  only  those  neutral  blends  without  a  predomin¬ 
ance  of  pink,  blue,  or  yellow.  Those  blends  with  leanings  toward  any  of 
these  colors  are  included  in  their  respective  color  groups. 

Their  place  seems  not  in  the  ordinary  gardyen  picture,  but  should  be 
planted  along  a  walk,  near  a  garden  seat  or  some  object  of  interest  where 
their  beautiful  blendings  can  be  closely  observed,  studied  and  admired.  In 
the  distance  the  many  fine  points  of  their  beauty  are  lost.  Afterglow,  Fedo¬ 
ra  and  Sindjkha  might  be  considered  for  a  beginner’s  selection.

Reds 
in  shades  of  scarlet,  crimson,  garnet  and  maroon  so  dark  as  to  be  almost 
black.  Then  we  And  Lilac  pink,  Salmon  pink,  and  creamy  white  so  deep  as 
to  almost  promise  a  yellow  Peony. 

As  though  we  might  have  had  a  surfeit  of  blues  in  our  earlier  flowers, 
the  Peony  gives  us  none  of  these. 

Native  of  a  cold  country,  the  Peony  requires  no  coddling.  No  winter 
protection  is  necessary  after  the  first  winter. 

Plants  must  not  be  set  deeply,  the  buds  just  two  inches  beneath  the  soil, 
seems  the  accepted  rule.  Once  established  a  Peony  clump  is  good  for  a 
lifetime.  It  is  wise  therefore  to  give  the  planting  a  bit  of  preparation.  The 
ground  should  be  spaded  deeply — eighten  or  more  inches  deep  and  a  hole 
two  feet  sq>jare.  Plenty  of  old  manure  mixed  with  the  soil  at  the  very  bot¬ 
tom  of'd:his  hole,  will  give  the  plant  sustenance  for  years  to  come.  No  man¬ 
ure  should  ever  come  in  direct  contact  with  crown  or  root  of  the  pliant,  as 
this  will  cause  decay.  Bone  Meal  may  be  used  as  a  top  dressing.

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Oriental  Poppies 

Who  has  not  marvelled  at  the  barbaric  splendor  of  the  Oriental  Poppy? 
Color  of  leaping  flame,  immense  in  size,  often  six  and  eight  inches  in  diam¬ 
eter  substance  so  silky  and  delicate  as  to  remind  us  of  the  butterfly’s  wings 
and  yet  so  strong  and  hardy  that  a  plant  once  established  is  indeed  hard 
to  kill. 

With  their  long  stems,  Oriental  Poppies  make  wonderful  indoor  decora¬ 
tions.  Cut  the  just  opening  bud  very  early  in  the  morning,  and  place  the 
stem  end  in  a  container,  with  a  small  amount  of  boiling  water.  After  a  few 
moments,  remove  to  jar  with  cold  water.  Treated  in  this  manner,  the  seem¬ 
ingly  fragile  blossoms  will  keep  for  several  days. 

Plant  not  over  two  inches  under  the  soil  in  late  August  or  early  Septem¬ 
ber  (no  other  time.)  It  is  well  to  cover  with  grass  clippings  or  a  gunny 
sack  and  keep  soil  constantly  moist  until  growth  appears.  The  foliage  of 
this  plant  remains  green  all  Winter.  After  the  ground  is  frozen  draw  a  light 
mulch  of  leaves  close  up  around  the  plants,  being  careful  not  to  smother 
the  foliage.  After  blooming  the  foliage  dies  away  to  appear  again  in  late 
August  and  during  this  period  of  rest  the  roots  must  not  be  disturbed. 
Transplant  just  as  the  plant  starts  into  growth,  late  August  or  early  Sept¬ 
ember.

The  Regale  Lily 


In  July — behold  the  Regale  Lily.  Indeed,  Solomon  in  all  his  glory  and 
our  gardens  in  their  colorful  splendor,  are  not  arrayed  as  one  of  these. 

Untouched  by  the  magic  hand  of  the  modern  hybridizer  this  chaste  white 
Lily,  with  its  golden  throat,  was  found  high  up  in  the  Fuji  Yama  Mountains, 
in  the  far  away  East.  For  how  many  thousand  years  this  beautiful  Lily 
grew  there,  and  wafted  its  delightful  fragrance  to  the  stars  above,  no  one 
knows.  Since  its  discovery,  only  a  few  years  ago,  it  was  brought  under 
cultivation  and  has  increased  and  multiplied  immensely.  Today  the  Regale 
Lily  has  proven  itself  perfectly  hardy.  Even  in  our  own  changeable  North¬ 
ern  climates  it  can  be  left  out  all  Winter,  without  any  special  protection, 
except  Nature’s  beneficient  covering — snow! 

In  common  with  most  bulbs  the  Regale  Lily  insists  on  perfect  drainage. 
If  this  must  be  accomplished  artificially,  it  would  be  well  to  dig  the  bed 
about  6  inches  deeper.  Fill  this  extra  space  with  coarse  rubbish  including 
plenty  of  small  stones  and  pieces  of  old  brick  and  coarse,  sandy  soil. 

While  they  may  prefer  a  rich,  sandy  leaf  mold,  they  grow,  increase  and 
bloom  in  any  ordinary  rich  vegetable  garden  soil.  No  stable  manure  may 
ever  pome  near  the  bulbs,  but  if  a  fertilizer  is  necessary,  bone  meal  may 
be  used.  Also,  a  handful  of  sand  should  be  plaqed  under  them,  and  the 
bulbs  planted  according  to  size,  from  6  to  8  inches  deep.  As  they  increase 
rapidly,  the  small  bulbs  that  soon  grow  about  the  stem,  may  be  removed 
every  second  year,  and  replanted  carefully.  To  guard  against  a  snow-le:s 
Winter  it  is  well  to  cover  the  Lily  beds  with  leaves,  and  a  board  or  two  to 
keep  the  wind  from  blowing  them  away,  as  soon  as  the  ground  is  well  frozen 
in  the  Fall. 

Owing  to  its  rapid  increase,  the  Regale  Lily  bulbs  can  now  be  sold  at  a 
price  that  brings  them  within  the  reach  of  all  flower  lovers. 

Orders  for  these  bulbs  must  reach  me  not  later  than  September  1st. 
They  should  be  planted  in  October  or  early  November.
